We further recommend that the Association appoint a Mis- 
sion Committee consisting of the Foreign, Home and State 
Mission representatives, and the Executive Committe.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


To the Tishomingo Association, held at Shiloh Charch, Sey 

tember 16, 19}4: 

In making this report on Sunday School work, rather tha; 
making a Statistica] report on Sunday Schodl numbers, th 
writer desires to eall attention to: 

Why we should have Sunday Schools. 

Who is responsible tor having them. 


How we may make ours the best Sunday School, or at least 
make it a g£00d one. 


one book in our public schools, and will have spent fifty-two 
hours Studying the kreatest book, from a literary standpoint, 
that has yet been published; he will have studied the greatest 
book of history yet written; he will have a book containing 
the best songs published, as well as having studied the life of 
the Great Benefactor of Mankind together with the lives and 
works of His associates, 

We should have Sunday Schools in our churches because it 
is the teaching service of the chureh which Christ considered 
the most important part of the work. He more often referred 
to himself as a teacher than by any other title, and when He 
Save the great commission to His disciples and to us He said: 
“GO ye, therefore. and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you, and then the promise: ‘Lo, I am with you alway, 
“ven unto the end of the world.” He gave the command to 
teach first and follow with baptism, This alone is sufficient to 
justify Sunday Schools. " 

We should have Sunday Schools in the church because 
through it we receive most of the church membership and see

vause, if 
he will 


really good superinvendent and the church as a whole were 
willing to let him run the entire school. There came a time 
when he decided to move away, and then the church saw that 
it was “up against it'’ for a Sunday School, and saw that ‘‘it 
was up to the: members’? to make one, and when a large per 
cent of them rallied to = support of the work they gcta great 
blessing from it, and through them the community became in- 
terested in the work of the Bible School. From this you will 
readily see that the Christian people of the community or the 
church membership ie responsible for the work. 

\s to how we are to make ours the best Sunday School, will 
say: First, By regular attendance, sacrificing trips to other 
churches, singings and Sunday visits, all for the good of the 
school; by being on time; by having a studied lesson when we 
arrive. (Jusc here let me add that very few have a learned 
lesson, for there is usually one more point to be found at the 
class room by a person \desiring’ to learn.) By visiting other 
Sunday Schovuls to get different methods; etc., and by attend- 
ing Sunday School Conventions of the county, association and 
even of the State. 

Another great help towards building up the school is for the 
parents and older people to say ‘‘Children, get ready and let’s 
go to Sunday S¢hool,”’ instead of the usual **Get ready and go.”’ 
Tell them to Come on and we all will go.”’ 

Two other things that go tar towards a good Sunday School 
are church control and Christian leadership. Certainly the 
church should at least confirm all elections of officers and teach- 
ers, and do this publicly +o that they will kaow who they have 
in charge of the Sunday School, and I believe that the charch 
should support the schogl financially, thereby allowing the 
Sunday School to use its Noney for the many cbaritabie insti- 
tations, such as orphanagés, hospitals, missionary work, ete. 

As to Christian leaderBhip, no. person should be asked to 
teach a class that is not professed follower of Christ and a 
member of the church, for how can he or she lead a pupil to 
Christ when they cannot tell of their own belief in Him. Do 
not make the pastor teach a class; let him -be a member, and if 
necessary, get you out of the hard places in the discussions, 

Some resu'ts of a gcd Sunday School are. First, We obtain 
a knowledge of the Bible, the Old as well as the New Testa- 
ment. Unless we have a systematic -stady arranged, the Old 
Book may become dry to We common readers, but when prop- 
erly arranged and earnestly studied, it soon becomes interest- 
ing and beneficial, 

Second, Many ‘persons are lead to Christ in the Sunday 
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Shools, and if this is not directly done, the way is prepared fj 
the preacher to finish the leading by his preaching in the reviy; 
sefvices. To see a teacher of a class work earnestly and fait} 
fully with her class and see the following results of that wer 
is certainly an inspiration to the teacher and officers. In on 
series of meetings her own brother joined the church and wa 
baptized of course. At the next meeting to see out of the sam 
ela-s, in which were eight unconverted boys, seven come t 
Christ, was a reward on earth for ber and even the sehool.

who have not realized them, who have great opportunities for 
service but havé not taken advantage of them. Our pastors 
have been dealing with the situation faithfully and earnestly 
and have accomplished a great deal, but we need this united 
effort to help them in this great undertaking. 


As laymen, we need deeper consecration. We need to know 
more about all phases of our denominational work, and above 
all, we need Lo enter upon the work with greater zeal than ever 
before, We should feel more of the spirit and understand more 
about the plans of our Foreign and Home Mission-Buards, and 
especially with State Missions, which is the foundation of all 
our work, We should be in hearty sympathy with every move- 
ment and every institutioe fostered by our State Convention 
and should give all our hearty support. 


We should take much interest in the monthly missicnary 
program for prayer meetings Such a program properly ar- 
ranged and carried out would serve a two-fold purpose. Much 
valuable information would be given, and those taking part in 
the program would get development and training that perhaps 
they would not get otherwise. 


This movement has caused mach interert to be taken in 
tithing. At the ¢onvention last year the number of tithers 
was about double, and the same has been true in other States 
und in smaller meetings held in various parts in our own Siate, 
When our people generally come to realize that this is God’s 
pian of giving, and to foliow ‘it, the financial problems of the 
kingdom will be solved. 


Much interest has been shown also in a better system of 
church finances. Ib some places an every-member canvass has 
been made, and the membership is contributing regularly to all 
purposes, This is as it should be. Every member in eyery 
church should have a. part in the great work of giving, and 
should make their offerings weekly. 

det ys stand by Gur pastors more faithfully and be loyal to 
them in every way, Let us take a larger interest. in all the 
affairs of the Kingdom, Let us attend the meetings of the As- 
‘vclations and help to.make these meetings worth wLile. Let 
us also attend the meetings.of our State Convention, and get a 
better understanding of ts york, and let us plan to havea large 
delegation from each Association at the meeting of our Men’s 
Convention next February.

REPORT ON WOMAN'S WORK. 

No more potent method for arousing Christians to effective 
service has been used than to find out and define the entire task 
devolving upon the Christian toward the non-Christian world 
and the share per eapita, thus making every child of God feel 
& personal responsibility in its accomplishment. 

The aim of our missionary enterprises is the evangelization 
of the world through obedience to the Great Commission, and 
to accomplish this without unnecessary delay, there must be 
sufficient organization as to utilize forces so as to best conserve 
time, money and energy. 

The Woman’s Missionary Union, since ite organization, has 
proven an important factor in bringing about the proper educa- 
tion necessary through its missionary: literature, programs and 
study classes. Statistics tel] us this is true. Then if true, why 
does not every church and the pastor of that church want an 
organized W. M. Ue 

Itisa lamentable fact that many of the pastors are not en- 
listed and in Sympathy with the Woman’s Work, and this is 
“specially true in Tishomingo Association. Year after year 
“ince the organization of the Woman's Work in this Association, 
new societies have been reportedsat each Associational Meeting 
until as many as seventeen have been organized, but where are 
they? Perhaps there are at present six actively engaged in 
mission work and reporting same quarterly. 

It would seem that 4 society cemetery is needed for many 
societies which “pparently began life well, but found an early 
burial. In Connection with this I would eall your attention to 
the fact that the Bible promises rewards, not to beginners, but 
to the over-comers. What did hinder, for they ran well fora 
Season? Generally the complaint is the lack of leaders. But 
' ne who overcomes difficulties? Here, how- 
ver, is @ great need. But we are not without example here, 
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for we have the Sunday Schools, Institutes, Summer Encamp- 
ment Courses, and Normal Study, and a beginning has been 
made in Misston Courses in summer encampments. 

With many has arisen this question: What is a Missionary 
Societ) ? Our ideal is the Mission Society with a graded sys- 
tem of mission departments, all working ander the same organ- 
ization to the-same purpofe. There are doubtless many small 
churches who cannot have yet the full graded system, but all 
need and should have in this Association at least two grades, 
the W. M. U. and the Sunbeam. 

I wish it were possible to interest every mother’s heart in 
this Sunbeam work. For sometime it has been almost d. rmant 
in Tishomingo Association. We fail to realize, it seems, as we 
should, that childhood is not only the time for physical growth, 
but it is the period when the mind is deve oping and character 
is in the making, and that children should be kept in an atmos- 
phere permeated with uplifting inflyences. Splendid literature 
is furnished for this work. ‘How to Shine’? is the little * Ways 
ind Methods’’ book which is recommended for the leader, to- 
getber with ‘‘Everyland.”’ ‘Bible Hero Classics’’ used with 
‘Our Mission Fields,’! will be of untold assistance. 

\nother timely suggestion is that of memorizing Scripture. 
The texts the child learns at this age will mcst probably be at 
his command all his life, and of course we can all testify that 
the years bring with them less ability to memorize, 

You will find in out Year Book the Missionary Chart given 
by Miss Heck at the Southern Baptist Convention, which will 
prove helpful ‘indeed| in acquainting you with the different 
phases of the graded andjorganized work. - It was especially 
recommended that all the societies be urged to study the min- 
utes of the Southern Baptist Convention, their State Conven- 
tion and Associational Meétings. This is helpful from many 
points of view. We acquaint ourselves with the fact that 
greater apportionments arejgiven other States than ours which 
leads me to say a word in fFegard to our own associational ap- 
portionment, since many focieties have been overcome with 
the enormity of it. Last yéar Mississippi was one of the few 
States to reach her apportignment, even going beyond it. It 
was a record breaker for Mississippi.. The Training Scl.ool in- 
debtedness was raised, and even more. And following the 
usual precedent, each Stite,was asked to enlarge her apportion- 
ment, which of course meant that our Associations would have 
this to d-, Tishomingo Assuciation having for her part almost 
twice the amount of any previous year. The amount for State 
Missions exceeding the others since it is the foundation of all 
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our mission werk. He who helps State Missions helps ever 
good cause dear to the heort of our Lord. Paul said, “But j 
any provide not fcr his own, and especially for those of his ows 
house (or his own kindre d) he hath denied the faith, and ij 
worse than an infidel.” Those at our doors who need our help 
are our own, kindred of our own kindred and of our friends. Ij 
we look not well after our own, how ean we expect that others 
farther away will trust us, sO that we may do our best work in 
helping them. If we Care not fcr own how ean we hope to have 
any influence in developing aright these colonies of Cat holies 
among us. This is not shortly going to be: but is Now, one of 
our new State Mission problems. 

Intelligent Baptists have been beard to ask, **What’s the use 
of State Missions anyway?" And never feel like paying to that 
as they do to Home and F. reign, because they are not informed 
and not interested in it. How many and how noble are the en- 
terprises of State Mission work, viz: Assisting weak « hurehes, 
the Orphanage, Hospital, Ministerial Education and Sustenta- 
tion. So let us not bec me discouraged with Our apportionment 
for State Missions, bat inform ourselves as to what has been 
done and ought to be done an resent it to our W. M. U's in 
such an enlightened way that (Bey will see and feel the needs 
that are so incumbent Upon our State for missions. Opr women 
do splendidly with many things, but are wont to neglect the 
foundation principle, “State Missions.” 

We should be much 'n prayer for our mission work in all its 
phases. We are prone to value prayer as a personal resource. 
We use it as a means for personal spiritual growth and asa 
means to live the common life and to make it God-like. But 
until our prayers have looked beyond the horizon of our own 
inter sts, we have not caught the vision of its true possibility. 

Dr. Gordon has said that, “Intercessory prayer isthe climax 
of prayer.”? Love made Christ think of us, and love makes us 
think of Christ. Love not only sets us to thinking of other, 
but sets us to d ing for others. Christ loved and then died for 
us. We should love and then do, or die if necessary. 

Lastly, your Superintendent deserves an interest in your 
prayers. Keep her Sonstantly before the throne, whoever she 
may be, that God may wisely direct her in earrying on the 
work for the bringing about of rich results.for the glory of His 
kingdom. 

It was a source of joy to many of us to be present at the 
associational campaign meeting, where we were privileged to 
hear sey eral of our State leaders, among them our beloved Miss 
Lackey and our own Bro. Harrington, whom we are fortunate 
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in having with us today. From each of them we received un- 
told blessings. 7 

In view of the fact that we have fallen so short of our appor- 
tionment this year, and there seems an inclination on the part 
of some societies to lag in interest, we would offer the following 
recommendations: 

Ist. That a committee from each local society be appointed 
to arrange for nut less than four Jubilate or Rally Day Meetinss 
during the year, the associational meeting making the fourth 
meetiag. ’ 

-d. That a committee of three ladies from each k cal society 
be appointed to prepare a chart giving the stated appcurtionment 
for the year, and this to be placed on the wall where it can be 
seen and constantly kept ih the minds of the members. 

3d. The appointment of an enlistment committee to interest 
more of our women in uniting with the societies. 

ith. That the method of paying dues be adopted by the 
Ss icleties, this being the most convenient and salisfactory means 
for each member in meeting their obligation as a member of 
the W. M. U, 

th. That each of you during the year will earnestly pray to 
our Heavenly Father for wisdom that we may be guided aright, 
and that we may have ‘‘zeal according to knowledge”’ for His 
work,

We, your Committee on Temperance, beg leave to submit 
the tollowing report:

We rejoice to report that, in our judgment, the tem perance 
sentiment is growing in many parts of the dountry, and we be- 
lieve the time will come when there will be nation-wide probi- 
bition Fortunately*for us the fight has been made and won for 
pr hibition in cur State, but af the same time there is still no 
less need for the question of temperance to be eternally bet re 
our minds. Prohibition laws will not enforce themselves, and 
can be enforced only in response toa healthy public sentiment. a 
the subject. It is just as important to keep the temperance sentl- 
ment alive now as it ey er was, and this should be done in every 
legitimate way. The temperance question is something more 
than a moral one. It is essentially an economic question and 
should*be so considered and taught. It is a vital physiological 
“4estion, and as such it should be constantly brought especially 
to the attention of those who are young and at the habit-form- 
ing period of their lives, Our people should lend themselves 
heartily to the cultivation of the right kind of public sentiment 
on this subject What is more important, they should live it, 
teach it to their children at home, in the school, every where, 
in all its Phases, to the end that our people yet to come may be 
better and stronger than we. 

But temperance avplies to many things besides the use of 
intoxicating liquors. It is one of the things taught plainly in 
the Scriptures, and good church people have every reason jor 
being temperate in ali things that other people have and this in 
addition. The more reasons advanced for any proposition, the 
better the vhances for the proposition being generally accepied. 
Present the temperance question as a moral question, a phy sio- 
Ogical question, an economie question, a religious question, 
present it in all its bearings, and you will find reasons of so 
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many kinds for being temperate that you can appeal to almcst 
every man in a way to influence his conduct for the right.

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RULES OF ORDER. 


1. The Association shall be opened with prayer. 

2. The moderator shall be considered the judge of order, 
but any member: not satisfied with his decision, can appeal, 
provided the appeal he made on the same day, but at no subse- 
quent time. 

3. The moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of 
speaking as members, but not to vote, unless his vote be neces 
sary to decide a question. If he arises. to speak he must cal! 
some other brother to the chair, 

4. All questions brought before the Association shall be in- 
troduced by motion, and if seconded, shallbe opened for discus- 
sion unless withdrawn by the mover or his second. When a 
subject has been taken up and @ reasonable time allowed for its 
discussion, the moderator shall take the ayes and noes, and if 
a call for a division be made, it shal! be decided by the members 
rising - 

5. Any member being desirous to speak shal) rise and ad- 
dress the moderator. Only one member shall be allowed to 
speak at a time, who shall hot be interrupted while speaking, 
unless he departs from the subject, or make personal reflections. 


6. No person shall speak more than once on the same subject 
until all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity; nor 
more than twice upon any subject without permission. 

7. Every question introduced for discussion shall be decided 
before another is offered, unless it be laid over, on motion, with 
the consent of the mover of the resolution. 

8. The Association shall in all cases be governed by a ma- 
jority of the members present, except in the reception of 
churches, when a unanimous vote shall be required. But in no 
case shall one member or church prevent the reception of a 
chureh without sufficient cause shown, which shall be deter- 
mined by a majority. ' 

9. The names of the members shall be called whenever the 
Association shall direct, and the names of absentees marked. 
Any member wishing to retire shall obtain permission of the 
moderator. 

10. The appellation of Brother shall be used by members in 
addressing each other. 

ll. Any nrember violating these rules shall be subject to be 
reproved by the moderator, but only on the day that the breach 
shall have been made. 

12. Amendments or alterations may be made on these rules 
when a majority may deem it necessary.

4. When any church shall fait to communicate wih this 
body for three consecutive meetings, it shall be considered as 
having withdrawn from us, and will be dropped frum the minutes 
unless two or more members request its continuance, and will 
also engage to inquire into its standing and to make report at 
the next annual meeting of the Association. 

5. Other churches may be admitted into this Union by sig- 


and the members’ names enrolled; letters from petitionary 
chur¢hes being received, that their delegates may also have the 
privilege of Voting. 

7.' We disclaim the right to adopt rules that can, ab any 
time, infringe on the independence and rights of the churches. 
We may, however, advise churches ,when they request it, and 
will withdraw from such as become heretical in doctrine and 
disorderly in discipline. 

8. We will have an Execative Board composed of seven 
members, elected Snnually, and the Moderator and Clerk, whose 
duty it'shall be to take charge of all the funds sent up by the 
churches, and dispose of the same as the charches may direct. 

9. We will correspond with Sister Associations. Any men:

10. We will have our minutes read, corrected and signed by 
the Moderator and Clerk before the session rises, and will not 
adjourn, except in extraordinary cases, until all the business is 
finished. 

11. We will, while convenient, appoint the time and place 
for holding the next annual meeting of this body and elect a 
Brother to preach the Associational Sermon. The Association 
may make such alterations and am. ndments to the Constitution 
as two-thirds may deem necessary. 

12. Members of Executive Board shall be entitled to full 
membership in this body for the meeting next succeeding the 
one at which they are elected by this. Association.
